VATICAN CITY (UPI)— Pope Paul 
VI turned 72 today, faced with a world­ 
wide upheaval inside the Roman Catholic 
Church on issues ranging from birth 
control to priestly celibacy. 
Gold and white Vatican flags flutter­ 
ed not only above St. Peter’s basilica 
but above Rome’s principal churches in 
tribute to Giovanni Battista Montini, 
who was ordained a priest May 29, 1920 
at Brescia in northern Italy, his home.

ination. He predicted Senate confirma­ 
tion. 
Chairman JamesO. Eastland, D-Miss., 
of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, 
said he hoped to wind up hearings on 
Haynsworth today so the committee could 
consider it in closed session next week. 


The seriousness of Lompoc’s future 
water requirements were outlined last 
night at the Chamber of Commerce’s 
annual installation banquet by E. F. 
Sullivan, assistant regional director of 
the Federal Bureau of Reclamation. 
Within 30 years the Valley will re­ 
quire supplemental water not only from 
the proposed Lompoc Narrows Dam Proj­ 
ect and the State Feather River Proj­ 
ect but from other sources as well, Sul­ 
livan declared. 
“There just is not enough water on a 
dependable basis in the Lompoc area,” 
he stated. “ The overuse and reuse of the 
water exceeds lim its.” 
Sullivan flatly stated that water is 
going to be costly and opined that costs 
would be about the same range as the 
projected $110 per acre foot costs of 
the Lompoc Project. 
He dismissed any future uses of de­ 
salinized water claiming that its utiliza­ 
tion depended upon “bigness” and was 
not forseeable in the future for Lom­ 
poc. 
Sullivan concluded that supplemental 
water projects are a long time in de­ 
velopment and require a ‘ lot of ener­ 
gy, lot of money and lots of diligent 
work.” 
Francis J. Underwood, general mana­ 
ger of Lompoc’sGeneral Telephone Com­ 
pany was installed as the 1969-70 pres­ 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce by 
Francis Beattie, Jr ., outgoing president.

WASHINGTON (UPD - President Nix­ 
on today rejected a proposal in Congress 
to set a flat date for total withdrawal 
of U.S troops from Vietnam. 
In his first White House news confer­ 
ence since June 19, Nixon said any 
incentive the Communists might have to 
negotiate a peace settlement in Paris 
would be “ destroyed" if they were told 
that if they simply waited 18 months or 
so, U.S. troops would be gone. 
Nixon’s reference was to a proposal 
by 
Republican senator, 
Charles S. 
Goodell, Thursday to cut off funds for 
support of American forces in Vietnam 
beginning Dec. 1, 1970, and order acom- 
plete withdrawal of all GIs there by that 
date. 
The President said he knew that such 
deadline proposals had been made »‘with 
the best intentions.” But he called them 
“ defeatist” in attitude and said they 
are “ not in the interest of the United 
States.” 
Nixon said that to set an arbitrary dead­ 
line of mid-1970 or the end of 1971 
would perpetuate the war until such a 
date and would destroy any chance of 
ending it before then. He said it would 
“ inevitably undercut” U.S. efforts inthe 
Paris negotiations. 
The President also said that “ under 
no circumstances” would he be affected 
by renewed antiwar demonstrations on 
college campuses or elsewhere. 
Asked for comment on plans by stu­ 
dents and others for a one-day moritor- 
ium Oct. 15 to protest the war, Nixon 
said: “ There is very little we can do 
in Washington about rurninc "nWcrsity 
and colleges campuses.” 
he President also said: 
-He stands strongly behind his nom­ 
ination of Judge Clement F. Haynsworth 
and believes the South Carolinian will 
be “ a great credit to the Supreme 
Coi.rt.” 
—The United State expects a positive 
answer shortly from Russia setting a 
date for the start of long planned stra ­ 
tegic arm s limitation talks. 
—He had favored the 275 - per cent 
oil depletion allowance through out his 
22 years of politics but described him­ 
self as “ a political realist” whose pri­ 
mary concern was to get a tax reform 
bill from Congress and indicated he 
would sign a bill to reduce the allow­ 
ance. 
—He hopes to steer a “ middle course” 
on school desegregation between the ex­ 
trem es “ that want instant integration 
and those that want segregation forev­ 
e r.” 
—There are no American combat forc­ 
es in Laos. 
The President said that if the Goodell 
proposal to require total withdrawal 
from Vietnam by the end of next year 
was discussed in the Senate, he believed 
that his josition would prevail — that 
setting such a timetable might prolong the 
U.S. presence in Vietnam. 
In am case, the President said that 
he has no control over the subject mat­ 
ter of hearings in the Senate.

Directors of the United Fund are taking 
steps to eliminate the abuses that have 
marred the public image of the commun­ 
ity welfare organization, on the eve of 
the annual solicitation. 
In an unprecedented news conference 
yesterday Michael Sim inski, 1969-70 fund 
campaign chairman said the UF direc­ 
tors are studying ways of forcing com­ 
pliance with the unwritten prohibition 
against supplemental fund drives by re­ 
cipients of the monies. 
United Fund recently announced the 
start of the campaign to raise $75,000 
for 14 community service organizations. 
A kickoff luncheon will be held Monday 
in the Valley Club to formally start the 
door - to - door andbuslness-to-business 
solicitation. 
Siminski said he was disturbed be cause 
of previous years’experience when some 
of the recipient organizations accepted 
funds from United Fund and then turned 
around and staged their own private resi­ 
dential solicitations. 
“ The board of directors of United Fund 
will have to establish a policy of how

Siles was not in the capital when the 
coup took place at dawn.

Army troops moved swiftly and effi- 
ciently to oust Siles, who assumed the 
presidency under the onstitutlon after 
the death of President Rene Barrientos 
last April in a helicopter crash. Soldiers 
seized the palace, the house of congress 
and the mayor’s office in quick suc­ 
cession Thev appeared to meet noopf*)- 
sition.

Seven persons—five civilians 
and two government soldiers— 
were wounded in the rocket and

tried to flee, the announcement 
said. Two of the dead were 
women.

happened Tuesday

miles northeast of Saigon-the 
second such 
incident within a 
week. On Sept. 16, gunships 
prowling 
the 
Mekong 
Delta 
killed 
seven 
civilians 
and 
wounded 17 others in an open 
field. 
Headquarters said the heli­ 
copter 
pilots 
in 
t h e latest 
tragedy apparently mistook the 
South Vietnamese for Viet Cong 
because 
they 
were 
wearing 
black 
and 
green 
and 
were 
fleeing. 


No shots were fired at the 
American helicopters, attached 
to 
the 
Americal 
Division, 
spokesmen said. They said an 
investigation 
had 
begun but 
gave no reason for the delay in 
reporting the accident. 
The shooting occurred in a 
region that has been the scene 
of repeated fighting between 
Americal Division troops and 
North Vietnamese soldiers. The 
dead government soldiers were 
part of a local unit. 


In 
the Sept. 
16 incident, 
American helicopter gunships 
opened up when the civilians 
fled South Vietnamese troops 
who had been landed nearby on 
a combat assault mission.

“ If the question remains one 
of an absolute guarantee in 
advance that no such leakage is 
possible, then I doubt that the 
present state cf technology will 
allow the Lands Commission to 
ever permit another well to be 
drilled," he said.

Wednesday 
night nine 
miles from a tavern where he 
had become involved in a fight 
earlier. 
He was apparently beaten, 
then 
run 
over 
in a dingy 
section of Fort Worth, accord­ 
ing to police and an autopsy 
report. 
With Simmons’ death, Mexico 
closed its books on the first 
U.S. 
citizen 
ever 
to 
be 
sentenced to death in Mexico. 
He was convicted of slaying 
Hilda Perez Villagomez, 22; her 
sister Martha, 19, and brother 


Manuel, 
17, 
children of 
a 
Monterrey physician, Oct. 12, 
1959. 
Simmons denied his guilt. 
He escaped a firing squad 
when his sentence was commut­ 
ed to life. 
In April he escaped from the 
Nuevo Leon State Prison near 
Monterrey 
by 
putting 
on 
pancake makeup, a shawl and a 
dress and walking out with 400 
women on a conjugal prison 
visit. 
Simmons returned to Fort 
Worth, 
his hometown, about 
three weeks ago from Califor- 
nia, police said, and worked as 
a night watchman. He did not 
contact his parents, who live in 
Fort Worth. 
A man and woman, friends of 
Simmons, found him in his car, 
hauled him nine miles in the 
vehicle, then called an ambu­ 
lance to take him to a hospital. 
He was dead on arrival.

recipients, would rise 
from $170 to $188 a month, the 
White House said. 
For a man or woman retiring

maximum from $165 to$181.50. 
For a m arried couple where 
the husband is retiring next 
year, 
the minimum monthly

home on Walnut Avenue. 
A Fresno developer D ro D o s e s 
to build a 90-bed nursing care 
home at

estimated cost 
of 
$600,000 and 
sought the 
opinion o f the hospital direct­ 
ors b e f o r e he continued with 
his plans. 
The directors approved the 
following resolution 4-0 with 
director John Hannah abstain­ 
ing: 
“ The Lompoc Hospital Dis­ 
trict desires to confine its ac­ 
tivity to the providing of acute 
hopsital services to the com­ 
munity.

Program is properly a 
function of the acute hospital 
and will therefore remain a 
service provided by 
this hos­ 
pital.

Hospital District that the con­ 
tinuing care of the aged who re­ 
quire nursing care and those 
who require custodial care can 
best be provided in a setting 
other than that of an acute gen­ 
eral hospital Because of this 
should another institution in the 
community offer nursing home 
care and quality acceptable to 
the community, the Hospital Dis­ 
trict would discontinue provid­ 
ing this service in order to 
avoid duplication and afford a 
more appropriate setting for 
the care of the aged in our com­ 
munity. Lacking this other in­ 
stitution to provide this ser­ 
vice the Hospital District will 
continue to use its resources 
to meet the need.”

Stuffed Animals Grow Up to Be Big Business

NEW Y O R K —( N E A ) — 
Long before Linus sported 
his security blanket on the 
comic pages, 
people cud­ 
dled up to nonliving pets. 
Teddy bears were children’s 
playmates 
t h a t 
followed 
them into adulthood; stuffed 
dogs and kittens were status 
symbols for teen-age girls. 


Fifteen y e a r s ago, the 
stuffed animal industry took 
on a new dimension—life- 
sized beasts that are eight to 
14 feet tall and cost between 
$300 and $500. 


The trend was started by 
Steiff, 
the 
company 
that 
created the teddy bear over 
a century ago. 
Originally, 
the animals were used for 
display purposes in stores 
and on magazine covers, but 
they quickly developed into 
a fast-selling product. 


The greatest number of 
toys are bought for children. 
But the fastest-g r o w i n g 
market segment is split be­ 
tween teen-agers and, be­ 
lieve it or not, grown men 
and women. 


George B u r k e , a man 
who’s been promoting stuffed 
animals for years, laughs a 


lot when he talks about his 
experiences. 


“ There was a man who 
was on his way to a Prince­ 
ton game,’’ said Burke, “ who 
walked 
into 
a 
store 
and 
walked out with a life-sized 
tiger. 


“ Then there was the story 
about actress Dana Wynter 
—we never found out exactly 
what did happen, but one 
version of the story is that 
she bought her husband a 
life-sized giraffe for Christ­ 
mas and hid it in the closet. 
When she opened the closet 
door 
Christmas 
morning, 
there was a diamond neck­ 


lace draped a r o u n d its 
neck.”

BIKINI ATOLL (UPI)-Kaleb 
Jakru is a 68-year-old man with 
a weather-beaten face who left 
this Pacific atoll 23 years ago 
with his 
fellow Bikinians be­ 
cause the U.S. government plan­ 
ned a serie s of nuclear explo­ 
sions. 
Today, Jakru is back on his 
land, together with a half dozen 
other Bikinians, helping a team 
of m ilitary and civilian w orkers 


prepare the ato 1 for the day 
when the islanders can return 
for good. It has been a long 
wait but there seem s to be no 
bitterness among the Bikinians. 
“ We are very willing to come 
back right now,” said Moses 
Lowry, another Bikinian work­ 
ing here. “ But we realize we 
m ust wait longer.” 
All 165 Bikinians agreed to 
leave their beloved islands in 
1946 
when 
a 
Navy 
officer 


explained 
that 
the 
nuclear 
experim ents would benefit ma.n- 
kind. 
.\t that time, the shy, soft- 
spoken people did not realize 
they would be gone so long. The 
government conducted 23 atom­ 
ic tests from 1946 to 1958. 


Today, 
11 
y ea rs after the 
final 
series of explosions, the 
government 
is 
spending 
S3 
miLion to clear the atoll of 


radioactive and hazardous rub­ 
ble, 
plant thousands of palm 
tre e s for the income producing 
copra industry and eventually 
return the Bikinians to their 
home under a six-year resettle­ 
ment program . 
“ Our total and only interest 
is to give this island back as 
best we can.” Said Air Force 
Lt. 
Col 
Thomas Phillips, a 
m em ber 
of 
the 
Pentagon 
agency coordinating the clean­ 
up. 
It is sm all wonder why many 
of the Bikinians -now number­ 
ing 
m ore than 500 —wish to 


return. About 300 are living on 
Kill island, 600 m iles south of 
here, where there is no lagoon 
for 
fishing .md where rough 
su rf isolates them much of the 
year from the re st of the world. 
Other Bikinians live at Elteye, 
near Kwajalein, or at Majuro, 
the 
district 
center 
for 
the 
M arshall 
Islands, 
of 
which 
Bikini is a part. 
The 
25-island 
Bikini atoll, 
located 2,500 m iles southwest of 
Honolulu, is a picture-postcard 
version of a fxicific paradise. 
The 
salt water Uigoon, 12 
m iles wide and 24 m iles long, is 


filled with so many fish that a 
tw o hour expedition^ can yield 
enough 
food 
for ’five

fam ilies. T em peratures range 
from 71 to 93 degrees and soft 
trade winds blow nearly year 
around.

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Judicial reform 


The California legislature, now in adjournment, could do the 
state a good turn during the coming months by looking at its 
record on judicial reform. 


The 1969 legislative session once more failed to produce a 
measure which could lead to modernizing and speeding up ju­ 
dicial procedures such as those which recently saw three 
years pass before Yippie leader Jerry Rubin could be tried 
and convicted on a relatively minor charge. 
Continuing its lead in sponsoring meaningful court reforms, 
including the proposed Judicial Merit Plan to take politics out 
of appointments to the beDch, the California State Bar Asso­ 


ciation has urged a plan to keep the judical system in step 
with the state’s phenomenal growth. 
What is needed is an in-depth study of the administration of 
justice in California, according to the barristers. The State 
Bar, judges, members of the legal profession, have repeated­ 
ly recommended a State Judicial Procedural Commission, 
which in concept, would be composed of 25 retired judges, 
lawyers, legal scholars, businessmen, labor leaders and oth­ 
er citizens. The Commission’s chief responsibility would 
be to conduct a critical analysis and offer a critique on ways 
and means of streamlining our entire overburdened court 
system. 


Harsh facts 


Soar, rocket or spiral, whichever cliche seems more ap­ 
propriate to express an alarming upturn, the increase in the 
cost of food, now rising 
at an annual rate of seven per cent, 
is hitting the consumer hard, and the farm er even worse. 
The housewife’s purse is being hit not by anything that hap­ 
pens on the farm but in paying for what is done to the produce 
when it leaves the farm. The profit is going to a myriad of 
middlemen sho store, transport, process, advertise, package 
and sell food. 
For every dollar food costs us the farm er only ever sees 
41 cents, and the ever-increasing costs of machinery, labor, 
interest and taxes which has alreadv reduced the number of 
American farm ers from seven million to less than three million 


In the m eantim e by Ray M cC uen 


in just over 30 years faces the farmer — and the nation — with 
the harsh reality that 50 per cent of the Americans now farm ­ 
ing will be forced out of the business in the next decade. 
It is the old cost-price squeeze, with the farmer getting 
increasingly less for his produce and his costs for the means 
)f producing roaring ever upwards. 
Let the facts speak: In the last 10 years farm labor costs, 
representing the major expense, have more than doubled; in­ 
terest rates have soared 150 per cent; business taxes have 
risen 92 per cent; taxes 71 per cent; repairs 71 per cent, and 
so on. 
Those who depict the farm er as a gluttonous exploiter of 
the consumer and worker should look to the facts. 


Shocking education 


I am in favor of sex education. 
I am in favor of sex education taught 
at the right time, in the right place, 
by the right people, with the right mat­ 
erial. 
The 
program 
presently 
offered 
schools, and being used by many, does 
not, repeat, does not meet any of these 
qualifications. 
The present program calls for 12 
years of sex education, from the first 
grade through high school. 
It is to be considered a routine part 
of the education program and taught as

and 
as objectively as math­ 
ematics, english, history and geography. 
The sexual relationship between a man 
and a woman is compared to that between 
chickens, dogs and frogs with only the 
off-hand comment that “ usually there is 
a little more affection’’ between man 
and woman. 
Pictures of the private parts of the 
human body, both male and female, 
are shown first grade children and 
their function and how to use them are 
described. 
Sexual intercourse between a man and 
a woman is discussed without any men­ 
tion 
of 
marriage. 
Homosexuality, 
lesbianism and other sexual motivated 
acts are discussed without any mention 


as to whether or not these acts are ab­ 
normal. 
The originators of such a diabolical 
program, technically, educated men and 
women, appear to be obsessed with sex. 
Their whole philosophy and life revolves 
around sex and they are directly connect­ 
ed with sex magazines. 
Their efforts, if successful, will only 
lead to a nation of people obsessed with 
sex. 
There is a period of time in the life 
of every child when they are not aware 
of sex. Neither their minds nor their 
bodies are prepared for sex and there 
simply is no need to make them aware.

Lippmann tribute 


SEAL HARBOR, Maine - While he has 
never held public office, except for a 
few months at the very start of his 
career, Walter Lippmann has had probab­ 
ly as great an influence on events in 
his time as any single individual. It 
is a tribute to his steadfastness and 
his discernment that he has played a 
part in this turbulent century, ranking 
him with statesmen and politicians at 
the top of the heap. 
A few of his friends and admirers 
have gathered here at his Maine retreat 
to do him honor on 
his 80th 
brithday. 
The career that be­ 
gan following his gra­ 
duation from Harv­ 
ard in 1910, whenfor 
four months he was

ordinary reach. Not 
only 
as editor and 
editorial writer on the New York World 
and in the hundreds of columns he has 
written since the demise of the World 
in 1931 but in his books he has made a 
deep impression this time. 
‘ Public Opinion,’’ published in 1922, 
reads as though it were a commentary 
on the press and the difficulties of in­ 
forming the public on the highly com­ 
plex issues of today. His first book, 
“ Drift and Mastery,” which came out 
in 1913, leaned toward a socialist solu­ 
tion of the nation’s ills. Lippmann mov­ 
ed steadily away from this position. 
His “ U.S. Foreign Policy: Shield of the 
Republic,” in 1943 had a wide influence. 
Joseph C. Harsch of the Christian Science 
Monitor wrote: “ He was as much as 
any one other single person the origin­ 
al architect of the Atlantic Alliance.” 
Since 1945 he has consistently argued 
against the commitment of American land 
arm ies in Asia. In his column and in 
several notable television interviews he 
pushed the “blue water” thesis. Amer­ 
ican influence, he contended, should be 
exercised by sea and air power. Com­ 
mitting American troops to the swamps 
and jungles of Asia could only be self- 
defeating. By sea and air America could 
hold the line, while walking the police­ 
man’s beat inland to save Asian peo­ 
ples from communism was bound to be 
a dead end. 
This position was expressed again and 
again in his criticism of the deepening 
American involvement in Vietnam. His 
was a powerful influence in alerting opin­ 
ion to the perils of an unwinnable war 
in which American lives were sacrificed 
in vain. In this column he repeatedly 
took aim at the illusions of those in 
official position contending that with only 
a few more American troops and a little 
more American air and firepower the war 
could be brought to a victorious con­ 
clusion. 
The Lippmann commentary over the 
years has been consistently detached in 
tone. This has not meant, however, that 
he has lived an ivory-tower existence. 
On the contrary, researchers combing 
through his papers deposited in the Yale 
University library for still another bio­ 
graphy have found ample evidence of his 
involvement as counselor to successive 
Presidents, beginning with Woodrow Wil­ 
son. 


Lippmann is credited with having draf­ 
ted at least 10 of Wilson’s 14 points in 
the Wilsonian projection for world peace 
at the end of the first world war. He 
had been commissioned a captain in army 
military intelligence not long after Amer­ 
ica's entry into the war and assigned 
to a propaganda operation on the Meuse- 
Argonne front. As a member of the 
American peace mission in Paris Lipp­ 
mann soon became disillusioned with the 
term s being laid down by the victors at 
Versaillies. Deeply unhappy, he returned 
home determined never again to be an 
active participant in government. 
Over the years Lippmann has irritat­ 
ed a succession of secretaries of state, 
who huff and puff over what they con­ 
sider his omniscient view of foreign pol­ 
icy 
and 
his unquestioned 
influence 
abroad, both through his column as it 
appeared across the years in the Wash­ 
ington Post and in its publication in 
many foreign capitals. In his soon-to- 


be-published book, “ Present at the C rea­ 
tion,” former Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson refers to Lippmann as the 
“ ambivalent Jerem iah” of American 
journalism. But that is dawning with 
faint invectiveness alongside the pri­ 
vate indignation of several secretaries. 
He has often been accused of incon­ 
sistency, a charge he cheerfully acknowl­ 
edges. An attractive characteristic is 
his readiness to admit to mistakes in 
the course of having written millions of 
words on public affairs, notably in his 
column bearing the modest caption “ To­ 
day and Tomorrow.” 
At the start of Lyndon Johnson’s term 
in the White House, Lippman enjoyed a 
close relationship with the President. 


Several times a month he and Mrs. 
Lippmann dined in the upstairs dining 
room or Johnson came out to the Lipp­ 
mann house to talk in the privacy of his 
study. But, as the Johnson commitment 
to Vietnam deepened, disillusion set in 
and Lippmann was one of the President’s 
sharpest critics.He supported Richard 
Nixon in the last presidential campaign. 
And so he takes a philosophic view, 
both of the slings and arrows that have 
come his way and of the praise heaped 
on him and reflected in the hundreds of 
telegrams pouring into his Maine re­ 
treat. He is content to wait for the ver­ 
dict of history.

Nervous spinach 


Don Oakley of Newspaper Enterprise 
Association reports on what has to be one 
of the most important research discov­ 
eries concerning foodstuffs we have ever 
heard about. 
It seems that three scientists at the 
North Carolina State 
University 
in 
Raleigh were sitting 
around one day, prob­ 
ably wondering what 
to do next, when they 
started to talk about 
noise and its factor 
on life. As the con­ 
versation proceeded, 
the scientists devel­ 
oped a theory that 
since noise pollution 
is proven harmful to 
man, 
it 
certainly 
ought to be harmful 
to plants as well since both are biologi­ 
cal systems. 
So they went to work to prove their 
theory. 
Recently they reported to the Acousti­ 
cal Society of America (where else?) 
on tests they conducted with tobacco 
plants which were chosen because their 
normal growth rates are well - estab­ 
lished, especially in North Carolina. 
Twelve plants were allowed to grow in 
peace and quiet for two weeks in an 
indoor plot at the university. Then loud­ 
speakers were turned on, blasting ran­ 
dom noises at about 100 decibels, or the 
level of noise city dwellers are exposed 
to every day. 
By the end of the next two weeks, 
growth rate of the plants had decreased 
by an average of 40 per cent. 
Now the scientists are alarmed at the 
untold stress we may be subjecting 
our farm crops to, what with tractors, 


mechanical pickers and all kinds of 
Dther machinery, not to mention, of 
course, those jet airplanes flying over­ 
head. 
Oakley says we shouldn’t blame the job 
now for our indigestion. “That salad 
you had for lunch may have been just 
a bundle of nervous spinach,” he writes. 
With all these facts at our disposal 
we should be able to figure out a way 
to rev up our hand lawnmorer a bit for 
more noise which, hopefully, would det­ 
er that green stuff from growing.
